Right 
this way, ladies and gents and 
right in l stepped to hear Punk 
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From the Golden 
Gates To Tokyo 

Long before finishing high school 
I began thinking of joining the 
Naval Air Corps. In fact, everyone 
was getting air minded back in 
'41-’42. The Japs attacked Pearl 
Harbor when I was a senior in 
high school and I really did want 
to Join before the Army drafted 
me. I started to work on dad, 
knowing it would take some time 
to persuade him to sign the nec¬ 
essary papers. I finished school 
in 1942 and went to (work in 
Memphis for the Railway Express, 
and worked until dad agreed to 
sign my papers. 

I enlisted in Union City and 
was sent to Atlanta Georgia, for 
further examinations, where I was 
later sworn in November 12, 1942. 
I was sent back home on inactive 
duty until March 1, 1943. On that 
day I reported to the University 
of Texas, Austin, Texas, for pre¬ 
paratory school. I made it all 
right the first two months and 
then started having trouble with 
my navigation. I managed to get 
through four months there. We 
were then sent to the War Train¬ 
ing School at Kilgore, Texas, where 
we flew "Cuba” for three months. 
But we still had to have more 
ground school, and the navigation 
finally got the best of me, thus 
ending my career as a pilot. 

After that I was transferred 
to Great Lakes where I went 
through "boot camp." I applied 
for Aviation Radio and was sent 
to Millington, Tennessee, for train¬ 
ing. I had eighteen weeks of radio 
and two weeks of radar, graduat¬ 
ing April 11, 1944. We were then 
sent to Hollywood, Florida, for 
Naval Air Gunnery School. I fin¬ 
ished there and was sent to Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida, for my final 
stage of training, before entering 
combat. 

I was put in torpedo planes. In 
these planes we put to work every¬ 
thing that had been taught us in 
the past few months. I was now 
radar and radio operator and gun¬ 
ner. Our crew consisted of three 
men, turret gunner, pilot and my¬ 
self. We were then given twenty 
days leave before going overseas. 

I Joined up with air group sev¬ 
enteen and then shoved off for 
Hilo, Hawaii, vi a Pearl Harbor. 
We arrived at N.A.S. Hilo Nov¬ 
ember 11th and rested for a few 
days and then were ready to go 
Training conditions were excel¬ 
lent on this tropical island and I 
really enjoyed my stay there. We 
sailed for Guam December 28th. 

I will always remember Guam for 
its mild climate, excellent swim¬ 
ming, inadequate CASU, 'poor ac. 
com modations and laundry, dis¬ 
tasteful water and food, greasy 
spam and red dust. By this time 
I had become accustomed to the 
sea and enjoyed the trips from 
island to island. I spent lots of 
time on the flight deck getting 
sun tanned and playing cards with 
my shipmates. I was expecting to 
be sent into action any time now 
and the word came one day while 
at Guam for us to go aboard the 
Hornet. 

I boarded the Hornet with Tor¬ 
pedo Squadron Seventeen. After 
that month on Guam It was a 
great relief to be aboard ship with 
good food, clean sheets and soft 
bunks. Shortly after our three- 
day shakedown cruise Task Group

98 weighed anchor and the bat¬ 
tleships, carriers, cruisers and de¬ 
stroyers moving in single file out 
of the harbor were a magnflcent 
sight to behold. Speculation ran 
high as to where we were going, 
but It was not long before the 
word was officially announced. 
The navy was making its first 
attack on Tokyo After three 
years of fighting which had moved 
the battle line back across the 
Pacific Ocean, the people of the 
Japanese home land were to feel 
the might of our Pacific fleet. I 
was exceedingly happy to be one 
of the first to fly over Tokyo, so 
were the other fellows. That would 
be something to tell our grand- 
chlldlren—if we lived to tell them, 
but we were not thinking of that. 
We hit Tokyo, and then moved 
up to Chi-Chi Jirrm and back to 
Tokyo again. Along about that 
time the Marines and Navy were 
gathering their forces together for 
the invasion of Iwo Jima, so we 
moved back down to give them 
air support. 

I was really getting my first 
taste of action with plenty of ex¬ 
citement After we took Iwo Jima 
we went in for a ten-day rest. 

I Joined the ship’s basketball team 
and we played several ships that 
were in port at that time. Our 
ten days at anchor were very ’ 
pleasant as the ship was most * 
generous in providing steaks and ' 
other foods for beach parties. 

On March 18 we were In poai- ' 
tion to conduct operations against ' 
Kyushu, the southern most of the * 
main Japanese Islands. We soften- a 
ed up Okinawa for the invasion * 
along, with neighboring islands. 
Easter Sunday at Okinawa was 
an amazing sight, I will never t 
forget how hundreds of landing C 
craft looked from the air, like 
water bugs on the surface of a 
P°«8l while the warships lying 
close to the shore kept up a con¬ 
tinuous thunder of fire. The mass 01 
of carrier based planes, squadron r< 
after squadron, reached far into w 
the sky. A target coordinator, act- e , 
ing as an aerial traffic cop, let us 
down group at a time to bomb kj 
our assigned positions. a 

My most vivid experience while d< 
in action was at the time we 
made torpedo runs of the "Ya- gi 
mato ’ battleship—the most prized re 
possession of the Japanese. The wi 
"Yamato" was surrounded by an T) 
escort of crusiers and destroyers, in' 
when we went in on her, and the ed 
flak was so thick one could al- Sv 
most walk on it. We sank the 
Yamato" and most of her es ial 
corts. en 

June 9th and 10th we made our th< 
last strike, we were going home ] 
after eight months in the Pacific, gri 
I was one more happy guy. I om 
was also glad to have been a — 
member of one of the fastest air ’ 
groups in the business. Air Group Th 
Seventeen was going home with in 


91,490 miles behind it—a cruise 
that had taken us from the Golden 
Gates to Tokyo. We had destroy¬ 
ed 480 Jap planes and sunk or 
;- damaged 400.720 tons of Jap shlp- 
■- ping. I had a feeling that the 
it Japs would be glad we were leav- 
t ing. As we were leaving, I experi- 
a enced my first storm at sea. We 
ran into a typhoon, which was 
t undoubtedly one of the worst. The 
. wind and rain came together, the 
1 old ship really rolled and tossed, 

■ but the skipper knew how to keep 
l her under control. The storm roll¬ 
ed our flight deck up fifty feet, 
we still launched planes by put¬ 
ting the ship in reverse and tak¬ 
ing off the fan tail. 

I was proud of the Hornet as 
well as the rest of the air group. 
This ship, which had brought us 
sarely through Kamlkage attacks, 
and at a hundred twenty knot gale, 
had hung up a record of her own 
that would be hard to beat. She 
was a happy ship, and we of the 
air group felt honored to have 
served on her, and with her crew. 

While in action I received three 
air medals and the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, which I fee 1 highly 
honored to have the privilege of 
wearing. 

After arriving in San Francisco 
I was granted thirty days leave 
and then reported to Millington. 
Tennessee, for a refresher course 
in radio. I was in school two weeks 
when it closed down, after the < 
war was ended because of the sud- 1 
den collapsing of the Japansese 4 
empire. 

While at Millington I received 
what I consider one of the most 
welcome things that the navy can 
give a man—a discharge! I was 
a civilian again almost before I 
knew what was going on.
